In  other  races  of  interest  to  the  BYU 
student  body,  Republican  Don  Samuelson 
and  Democrat  Cecil  Andrus  are  locked  in  a 
tight  race  for  the  Idaho  governorship  that 
could  swing  either  way.  Both  House 
Republicans  appear  safe. 

California  Governor  Ronald  Reagan  is 
expected  to  win  big  in  his  bid  for  a second 
term  over  his  opponent  Democrat  Jesse 
Unruh.  Reagan  hopes  for  a million-vote 
edge.  The  Senate  race  between  GOP  Sen. 
George  Murphy  and  John  V.  Tunney  is  a 
toss-up.  A big  win  by  Reagan  and  last 
minute  campaigning  by  President  Nixon  in 
behalf  of  Murphy  may  push  the  GOP 
Senator  over  the  top.  The 
Republican-Democratic  House  seat  ratio 
will  probably  remain  nearly  the  same  with 
Republicans  picking  up  one  seat. 

Nevada’s  Democratic  Senator  Howard  W. 
Cannon  is  likely  to  retain  his  seat  against  a 
strong  challenge  from  Republican  William 
Raggio.  The  race  for  the  governorship 
appears  extremely  close  between  Democrat 
Mike  O’Callaghan  and  Republican  Lt.  Gov. 
Ed  Fike.  Democrat  Walter  Baring  is  assured 
of  a record  tenth  term  in  the  House. 

In  Arizona,  GOP  Sen.  Paul  Fannin  is 
favored  to  win  a second  term  by  turning 
back  Democrat  Sam  Grossman.  Gov.  Jack 
Williams  holds  a slight  edge  over  Democrat 
Raul  Castro  in  the  governor’s  race.

These  are 
scheduled  flights  and  the  cost  of 


the  ticket  indicates  a group  rate  price.  The 
group  must  have  a minimum  of  10-25 
students,  depending  on  the  destination. 
The  student  is  responsible  for  his  or  her 
own  transportation  to  and  from  the 
airport.  Group  rates  represent  a savings  of 
20-30  per  cent  over  the  regular  flight  fares. 

The  San  Francisco  group  will  fly  by 
United  Airlines  for  $76.00  per  student.  A 
minimum  of  25  students  is  required.  Time 
of  departure  will  be  5 :40  p.m. 

Seattle  bound  students  will  go  by  Air 
West  Airlines  for  $86.40.  A minimum  of 
ten  students  is  needed.  The  flight  will 
depart  from  Salt  Lake  Airport  at  5 p.m. 

The  Los  Angeles/Santa  Anna  trip  will 
require  a minimum  of  twenty  students. 


Cost  per  student  will  be  $76.79  and  the 
flight  will  depart  at  5:40  p.m. 

The  Arizona  group  will  leave  at  10:30 
p.m.  by  Air  West.  Cost  is  $68.80.  A 
minimum  of  twenty  students  is  required. 

If  the  minimum  number  of  students  do 
not  purchase  their  tickets,  those  who  wish 
to  fly  will  be  required  to  pay  the  full 
regular  fare.

Washington  Merry-Go-Round 


Agnew 
to  be 
benched

WASHINGTON  - The  first 
signs  of  trouble  have  appeared 
between  President  Nixon  and  Vice 
President  Agnew. 

Although  it  will  probably  be 
denied  for  the  sake  of  party 
harmony,  the  President  has  hinted 
to  aides  he  will  put  Spiro  Agnew 
under  wraps  after  the  election. 

Privately,  Richard  Nixon  looks 
upon  himself  as  a moderate.  After 
he  moved  into  the  White  House, 
he  began  reading  up  on  Disraeli, 
the  19th  century  British  Tory 
leader,  who  maintained  British 
world  power  and  generally 
followed  a conservative  course. 


Yet  he  introduced  social  and 
political  reforms  at  home. 

The  President  has  been 
influenced,  say  intimates,  by  the 
Disraeli  approach.  He  has  also 
reminded  his  political  advisers 
that  national  elections  are  won  by 
moderates  who  hold  to  the  middle 
of  the  road. 

Yet  the  President  has  directed 
Agnew’s  fire-and-brimstone 
campaign.  The  voice  has  been 
Agnew’s,  but  most  of  the  words 
have  been  provided  by  White 
House  speech  writers.  It  is  the 
President,  not  the  Vice  President, 
who  makes  policy  and  sets  the 
political  strategy. 

Indeed,  the  President  sent  Bryce 
Harlow,  a trusted  aide  and 
political  veteran,  with  Agnew  for 
the  specific  purpose  of  keeping 
him  in  line.  The  Vice  President  is 
an  unusually  proud  and 
headstrong  man.  He  resented 
having  a babysitter  and  didn’t 
always  respond  to  suggestions. 
There  were  times  when  he 
exceeded  his  assignment  and 
delivered  more  scathing  speeches 
than  the  President  desired.  t 

Sources  close  to  the  President 
say  he  fears  Agnew  has  moved  the 
administration  too  far  to  the 


right.  Therefore,  Nixon  can  be 
expected  to  maneuver  the 
Administration  back  into  the 
center  and  hold  it  there. 

Unless  the  presidential  mood 
changes,  the  public  will  be  hearing 
less  from  Agnew  during  the 
months  ahead.  Instead,  the 
President  will  use  more  moderate 
spokesmen,  such  as  aide  Robert 
Finch  and  anti-poverty  czar  Don 
Rumsfeld,  to  set  the  tone  for  the 
White  House.  In  fact,  Rumsfeld 
was  ordered  to  accompany  Nixon 
on  his  eleventh  hour  political 
swing  around  the  country.

The  young  man  who  writes 
most  of  Vice  President  Agnew’s 
scathing  speeches  on  law  and 
order  and  student  violence  has 
had  personal  experience  with 
both.  He  was  kicked  out  of 
college  for  a year  after  a street 
brawl  with  two  policemen. 

The  speechwriter,  32-year-old 
Patrick  Buchanan,  was  involved  in 
a traffic  accident  in  the  heart  of 
Washington’s  Georgetown  on  an 
October  night  a decade  ago. 


Buchanan  had  passed  a car  in  an 
intersection  just  after  midnight. 
At  the  time,  he  was  a senior  at 
Georgetown  University. 

When  the  police  arrived  and 
tried  to  talk  to  the  young  student, 
Buchanan  “became  disorderly,” 
according  to  court  records.  He 
“began  to  fight  and  kicked  the 


Buchanan  was  charged  with  two 
counts  of  assaulting  a police 
officer  and  released  on  $2,000 
bond.  He  then  hired  noted 
Washington  criminal  laywer 
Clifford  Allder  whose  clients  have 
included  George  Raft,  Jimmy 
Hoffa  and  Mafia  chieftains  Sam 
“Mooney”  Giancana  and  Anthony 
“Tony”  Accardo. 

By  the  time  the  case  reached 
trial  three  months  later,  Allder 
had  been  able  to  get  the  U.S. 
Attorney’s  office  to  whittle  down 
the  charge  of  assaulting  a podce 
officer  to  the  much  less  serious 
offense  of  “disorderly  conduct.” 

The  disorderly  conduct  charge 
said  that  Buchanan  “did  . . . use 
profane  language,  indecent  and 
obscene  words  . . . and  engage  in 
loud  and  boisterous  talking  and 
other  disorderly  conduct.”

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BYU  runs  away  with  crown

Wyoming’s  Wayne  Jensen  took 
individual  honors,  but  BYU’s 
powerful  Cougars  literally  ran 
away  with  the  team  title  at  the 
Idaho  State  Invitational  in 
Pocatello  Saturday. 

Jensen,  the  defending  WAC  mile 
champion,  ran  impressively, 
clipping  nearly  a minute  from  the 
course  record  with  a fine  24:39 
for  the  five  mile  course. 

In  fact,  the  race  was  so  fast  that 
the  first  five  finishers  were  under 
the  course  record  which  was  set  a 
week  earlier  by  JSU’s  Mike  Isola. 

IN  LAST  Saturday’s  race  Isola 
set  off  at  the  crack  of  the  gun  as  if 
he  was  running  a mile  race.  The 
1SU  runner  led  the  field  until  just 
before  the  mile  mark  when  BYU 
standouts  Sam  Francis  and  Dave 
Hindley  took  over  the  place.  For 
‘he  next  three  miles  the  two 
Cougar  runners  dominated  the 
race  and  built  up  a long  lead  over 
the  rest  of  the  field.  Going  into 
the  last  one  and  one-half  miles, 
however,  Jensen  began  to  close 
the  gap  and  finally  caught  Hindley 
and  Francis  in  the  final  mile. 
Neither  of  the  two  Cougar  runners 
could  match  Jensen’s  sustained 
drive  over  the  last  half-mile. 

“We  knew  he  would  be  tough,” 
said  Francis  after  the  race,  “but 
typically,  Wayne  is  not  in  good 
condition  this  early  in  the  year 
because  he  normally  peaks  for 
track,  not  cross-country. 
Frankly,”  continued  Francis,  “we 
underestimated  his  ability  and 
didn’t  push  the  pace  hard  enough 
during  the  third  and  fourth  miles. 
We’ll  know  what  to  do  in  the 
WAC  meet,”  concluded  the  tall 
Cougar  runner. 

AS  A TEAM,  BYU  put  on  an 
impressive  show.  Five  of  the  first 
twelve  finishers  wore  the  blue  and 
white.  In  winning  their  fourth 
straight  meet  and  their  third 
straight  Idaho  State  Invitational, 
the  Cougars  scored  a low  of  30

In  addition  to  the  fine 
performance  by  the  potent  duo, 
Francis  and  Hindley,  other  Cougar 
runners  deserve  special  credit.

Upon  entering  the  office  of  associate  professor  Lamar  C.  Berrett, 
chairman  of  BYU’s  Church  History  and  Doctrine  dept.,  one  feels  in  the 
atmosphere  of  a library,  for  Dr.  Berrett’s  office  is  “wall  papered”  with 
books  concerning  Church  history,  including  a full  row  of  anti-Mormon 
literature.  “It’s  just  like  anything  else,”  remarks  Berrett,  “If  you’re 
going  to  be  a carpenter,  you’ve  got  to  have  the  tools.”  Berrett 
continually  adds  to  his  admiral  collection  of  thousands  of  slides 
pertaining  to  every  imaginable  subject  in  Church  history.
